consideration should be given to grandfathering in situations where 
driveways exist that only slightly exceeds the by-law requirements 
reference to four previous minor variance applications that were 
refused by the Committee of Adjustment (COA) and appealed to the 
Ontario Municipal Board (OMB) and were not supported 

whether guidelines can be provided to the COA to assist in making 
decisions on driveway widths in a consistent manner 

providing clear guidelines to residents explaining what is acceptable 
when a driveway is being constructed or resurfaced 

whether the fee for a COA minor variance application for a driveway 
width should be refunded to the applicant if the variance is granted 
impact of widened driveways on stormwater management systems and 
the environment 


Staff provided clarification with respect to the issues raised during 
discussion and explained that a reasonable driveway width is being 
recommended for the various sizes of lots for detached, semi-detached 
and townhouse dwelling units, which would allow enough space for 2 
vehicles to park side by side on all lots, while maintaining the required 
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amount of greenspace for water infiltration. The new zoning regulations 
also address semi-circular driveways, lots with odd configurations and 
gravel driveways. Staff emphasized that where the intent of the by-law is 
being maintained, residents who are in violation of the zoning regulations 
have the option to apply to Committee of Adjustment for a minor variance 
and confirmed that these applications are evaluated on their individual 
merits and circumstances.

Dr. Randy Neilson, on behalf of the Brampton Faith Coalition: Status 
Update — Places of Worship of Study Review (See Item G1). 


Mr. Adrian Smith, Director, Planning and Land Development Services, 
provided an overview of the subject study to date. He explained that in 2005 
the City identified the need to undertake a review of the planning policies 
related to Places of Worship. A consultant was retained in 2006, in 
conjunction with an Advisory Committee, consisting of representatives of 
various faith groups, landowners, Members of Council and staff. As a result a 
discussion paper is to be prepared for further review and consultation. Staff is 
now seeking direction to proceed with plans for a full public consultation 
process that will include continued dialogue with the various faith groups and 
all members of the community.

Mr. Carl Brawley, Glen Schnarr and Associates Inc., on behalf of the 
landowners of Block Plan Area 40-2, provided details of the subject 
proposal to amend the Official Plan to implement the community block 
planning policies of the Bram West Secondary Plan. The block plan 
approval process is in conformity with the growth management policies in 
the existing Official Plan and the 2006 Official Official Plan. Mr. Brawley 
explained that the proposals for Items D6 and D7 are within this block plan 
and provided details of the number and type of units, density and size of 
lots that are being proposed. 


Ms. Christine Gervais, Development Planner, confirmed that there are two 
other applications filed with the subject block plan. In evaluating the 
proposal, attention will be focused on the natural heritage features within the 
area, the arterial, collector and local roads’ systems and a cost sharing 
agreement for the block plan. 


Mr. Christopher Behnar, 22 Howland Crescent, Brampton, submitted a 
copy of a draft plan of subdivision dated June 28, 2007 for the area 
indicating the location where he believes there are several mature trees 
located. He requested that the trees be protected by relocating Street * C’ 
shown on the plan further to the west. He was also concerned about the 
impact of the lighting from the proposed industrial buildings on the existing 
homes in the area and suggested that lighting on the site be designed to 
minimize glare on abutting properties. 


Staff confirmed that the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in 
the recommendation report which will be presented to Committee at a 
future date.

Mr. Gary Taubert, 8 Lakespring Gate, Brampton, stated that the proposed 
development of a commercial site at the subject location is not compatible 
with the existing community which is quiet and peaceful. He was of the 
opinion that there were several commercial plazas in the area to serve the 
needs of the residents. He was also concerned about the potential 
increase in traffic volume in the community. 


Ms. Cynthia Henry, 9 Lakespring Gate, Brampton, stated that she was 
present at the public meeting for this proposal and in her opinion most of 
the residents who supported the proposal lived in outside of the area and 
therefore would not be impacted by the proposal. She felt that the plaza 
would be of no benefit to the area residents, and she was concerned 
about the negative impact on the residents, such as loitering, noise and 
rodents. It was her understanding when she purchased her property that 
the site was zoned for a place of worship and questioned why a church is 
not being constructed. 


Ms. Veneta Langley, 43 Cobblestone Court, Brampton, agreed with the 
previous speakers and noted that she does not support the proposal. 


There was discussion with respect to the concerns raised by the residents, 
whether the proposal is appropriate and whether there is a demand for 
this type of commercial development in the area. 


Staff provided clarification and explained that under the planning process 
when the 3 year reserve period for the place of the worship site has 
expired the zoning reverts to residential, however the property owner 
chose to make an application to have the property rezoned to permit 
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commercial uses. Staff noted that the public meeting for the application 
was held in 2005 and the concerns raised by the area residents who 
attended the public meeting have been addressed in the revised proposal. 
The residents were advised in November 2007 of the changes the 
applicant made to the proposal in order to address their concerns.

b) The Churchville Heritage Committee is in 
consensus that the architecture of the proposed 
home at 7615 Creditview Road is an improvement 
to the last submission; however, there are still 
concerns about the size of the home in relation to 
the size of the lot. The committee felt that the 
home does not conform with the goals of the 
conservation district, massing is too great and too 
small a lot, the proposed home is inconsistent with 
the streetscape, the homes to south are smaller in 
scale and more proportional to the lot size and 
consequently, the rhythm of the streetscape will be 
disrupted by this home, the rural characteristics of 
the lot will be negatively impacted, and there will be 
a loss of soft landscaping element due to the size 
of the home, the driveway, etc. 


The Churchville Heritage Committee strongly 
recommends that if a home is to be built on this lot it 
should be significantly smaller in size and more 
proportional to the lot size. The application as 
presented is declined.

Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


Mr. Jim Kennedy, KLM Planning Partners, on behalf of the applicant 
provided details of the subject proposal to permit the development of 39 
single detached dwelling units on the subject site, with access directly from 
Churchville Road and the existing residential development to the south. He 
explained that the proposal includes two lot types, with 30m wide lots being 
proposed for the lands adjacent to Churchville Road. 


Mr. Allan Parsons, Development Planner, confirmed that the subject 
proposal conforms to the Official Plan and Secondary Plan land use 
designation, however an amendment to the Zoning By-law is required. He 
explained that a portion of the subject property is located within the 
Churchville Conservation District. A Special Policy Area designation was 
approved to ensure that future development of these lands would be 
compatible to the Churchville Heritage District, but was appealed by the 
applicant. To maintain the character of the area generous landscaping 
and fencing would be required to screen the proposed development. The 
subject proposal is requesting reduced buffer width, less landscaping and 
decorative upscale fencing. 


Ms. Marianne Galliford, 1288 Martins Boulevard, Brampton, advised that 


she has been a volunteer for a number of years with the Churchville 
Cemetery Board which was established since the year 1822. She advised 
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that the applicant's property borders the Churchville cemetery on the north 
and east side. She was concerned about the lack of proper drainage, which 
has always been an issue, and flooding which has happened on two 
occasions on the cemetery lands. She suggested that before construction 
begins, that adequate buffers and retaining walls to prevent erosion be 
appropriately placed on the property. She also expressed concerns with 
respect to the existing mature trees on the property line, and requested that 
a City arborist visit the site to confirm that the trees will not be destroyed or 
damaged. She stated that she has no objections to the subject proposal, 
only that the integrity and dignity of the cemetery lands be maintained and 
protected. She indicated that she had previously submitted correspondence 
to the City with her concerns. 


Mr. Bill Ruderman, 7838 Churchville Road, Brampton, expressed the 
opinion that it is inappropriate to construct that many homes in such close 
proximity to the cemetery. He urged that the required buffer, landscaping 
and fencing be compatible and complementary to the community. He also 
felt that a buffer is required for those lots that back unto the Orangeville 
Railway Development Corporation lands.

Mr. Maurice Stevens, on behalf of the applicant, provided details of the 
proposal to allow for increased flexibility for the development of the overall 
lands while maintaining the required minimum amount of office space on 
the lands. This would require the removal of the ‘Holding (H)’ zone on the 
site located at the intersection of The Gore Road and Queen Street, and 
essentially shift the emphasis of office development to the intersection of 
Queen Street and Highway 50. 


Mr. Allan Parsons, Development Planner, explained that an amendment to 
the Zoning By-law is required to lift the ‘Holding (H)’ zone from the site at 
the intersection of The Gore Road and Queen Street.

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1. Victoria Karalus, 20 Royce Avenue, Brampton

Item F1 was brought forward and dealt with at this time. 


Mr. Steve Tanner, 21 McMurchy Avenue South, Brampton, advised that he 
visited some of the buildings owned by SHIP (Supporting Housing in Peel) 
located on Lakeshore Boulevard East, Mississauga. It was his opinion that 
there were a number of people with mental illness and psychiatric problems 
living in the buildings, that there was no evidence that the residents were 
being monitored, and that the buildings were poorly maintained with 
overflowing garbage bins etc. He provided photos of some of the buildings 
in support of his comments. He suggested that SHIP be requested to 
provide police reports on their existing buildings as they are not operating in 
an open and transparent manner. It was his understanding that the police 
are regularly called to these homes and in the communities where the 
homes exist, because of various incidents that involve residents from the 
homes. With respect to comments by the Region on the impact of the 
proposal on property values in the area, Mr. Tanner felt that the result of the 
1992 study presented is irrelevant and outdated for current properties. 


Ms. Beverly Tanner, 21 McMurchy Avenue South, Brampton, was of the 
Opinion that the subject proposal does not meet the intent of the City’s 
Strategic Plan. She felt the proposal will not protect the environment, is 
not economically sound and will not enhance the community. She was 
concerned about the safety of the residents in the neighbourhood. She 
referenced the existence of a similar type home on McHardy Court and 
the conditions under which the residents live that she felt was ‘terrible’. 


Ms. Eva Pinto, 51 Royce Avenue, Brampton, advised that she is familiar 
with people who suffer from mental or psychiatric illness as she has 
worked in that environment. She feels that they are incapable of living 
independently. She was concerned about the number of people who are 
being considered for the proposed site, and the resulting consequences if 
they are left without supervision. She would like something more 
appropriate for the site that would enhance the neighbourhood, given the 
existence of a similar type home on McHardy Court. 


Mr. Brett McIntyre, 47 Royce Avenue, Brampton, advised that he has lived 
in the neighbourhood for over twenty years, that it is quiet and peaceful, 
and the proposed apartment building is not appropriate for the community. 
He said that the residents have accepted and learned to live with the 
existing similar type of home on McHardy Court, and they are aware of the 
problems and the police presence at the home. He was concerned about 
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the lack of parking and questioned where the visitors to the home would 
park, the impact on privacy of residents, given that the proposed building 
will be higher than the existing homes, and the absence of amenities such 
as a grocery store, since the potential residents of the building are not 
expected to own vehicles. 


Mr. Wolfgang Karalus, 20 Royce Avenue, Brampton, advised that he was 
present to support the area residents. He stated that he questioned the 
Region and SHIP with respect to the selection and evaluation process for 
this proposal and was never provided a response. With respect to 
communication with the residents, he was of the opinion that the Region 
and SHIP did not adhere to the Canada-Ontario Affordable Housing 
Program communications protocol to ensure open and transparent 
communication through ongoing public information sessions with the 
residents. He questioned what costs have been incurred by the City for 
professional and technical services to date, and whether an environmental 
assessment was done on the subject site. He expressed concerns with 
respect to parking and questioned why this proposal is being exempted 
from the required parking requirements. He was concerned about the 
overall impact of the proposal on the quality of life for the area residents. 
He feels that Sheard Avenue is a ‘delicate’ area and should be treated 
appropriately. 


Sandra Beatty, 31 McMurchy Avenue South, Brampton, was concerned 
that there was no system in place for supervision of the potential residents 
at the proposed home. Without constant monitoring she felt that the 
individuals will not be accountable to anyone, that there may be substance 
abuse, and non compliance with medication and therapy. The community 
already faces the challenges from a similar type of home on McHardy 
Court and another such home would be very discouraging and stressful 
for them. Concerns about the safety of the area residents must be 
addressed by putting measures in place to ensure that the potential 
residents are continuously monitored. 


Ms. Mary Flynn-Guglietti, McMillan Binch Mendelsohn, Toronto, Counsel for 
Rucareal Ltd., advised that she has reviewed the staff report and she 
supports the staff recommendation. She agreed with the staff analysis that 
the proposal is consistent with the Provincial Policy Statement, and conforms 
to the Official Plan and the Secondary Plan for the area. The proposed 
building will be compatible with the existing neighbourhood, and is close to 
transit/bus routes. She was of the opinion that the City has the tools to 
ensure that the building is properly maintained and any other issues that 
remain outstanding can be addressed through the site plan application 
process. She felt that the staff report has addressed all the concerns raised 
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by the residents, and based on appropriate land use the staff 
recommendation should be supported. 


Ms. Iris Nava, 1 Royce Avenue, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
Sheard Avenue neighbourhood is ‘saturated’ with housing for people with 
specialized needs. She referenced the existing home in McHardy Court, 
and advised that even though the community has accepted it, they are 
always cautious of the residents who live there. She stated that people 
with mental illness, if medicated can live normal lives, but they need family 
and community support and medication or they could be harmful to 
themselves and the community. She expressed concerns with respect to 
parking and questioned why this proposal is being exempted from the 
required parking requirements. She feels that the proposal is not being 
handled in a open and transparent manner and stressed that 26 people 
with mental and psychiatric problems should not be allowed to live 
together. She questioned why this type of housing is not considered for 
newly developed areas and suggested that Committee listen to the 
concerns of the residents before making a decision. 


Mr. Drew Goursky, Region of Peel, advised that he had hoped to have the 
subject proposal approved by Committee because of the need for 
affordable housing in the City, but given that there were so many 
unresolved issues, he was willing to have further discussions with Region 
and City staff to address these issues. He stated that a community 
advisory committee that included staff from SHIP was created to address 
all the issues that were previously raised by the area residents. He 
assured Committee that SHIP has the capacity and experience to handle 
residents who are in non-compliance with the terms and conditions of their 
tenancy obligations, that potential residents will be screened, managed 
and monitored by SHIP and the Region of Peel. He explained that swift 
action would be taken if any situation should arise that is considered 
unsafe or dangerous. With respect to the photos submitted by a previous 
delegation, he advised that the representative from SHIP would provide a 
response. 


Ms. Laurie Ridler, Supporting Housing in Peel (SHIP), explained that the 
buildings in the photos submitted were recently purchased by SHIP and 
that it is still at a transitional stage. She commented that the previous 
owners were responsible for the existing condition of the buildings but 
there is funding in place for repair and maintenance of the buildings.

The proposal is for a 
five-storey and a seven-storey building linked at the third, fourth and fifth 
floors consisting of 88 rental suites and will promote independent living. A 
combination of indoor and outdoor amenities will be available onsite.

She indicated that the applicant has submitted several 
studies in support of the proposal which is still under review and will be 
considered by staff in a future recommendation report to Committee. 


Tony Linardi, 8 Hodgson Street, Brampton, advised that he submitted 

correspondence to the City detailing his concerns and those of the area 

residents with respect to the subject proposal. He agreed that the 

applicants have met with the area residents and that they are aware of the 

concerns raised by the residents, but felt it was necessary to appear 

before Committee and reiterate those concerns as follows: 

o insufficient parking spaces which will result in on street parking 

co the proposed ‘full moves’ access from Main Street will to be too close 
to the traffic lights at Charolais Boulevard and Main Street South 

o due to the height of the proposed buildings and its proximity to the 
existing homes, privacy concerns when residents are using their back 
yards and swimming pools 

o whether light and shade studies have been completed and what

o the need for a further public meeting to allow residents to properly

Sarah Cook, 21 Hodgson Street, Brampton, questioned when would 
construction begin and what measures are in place to ensure that the 
height of the proposed building will not be increased. 


Tom Riley, 7 Pine Tree Crescent, Brampton, advised that he supports the 
proposal. Being a senior himself, he felt that the subject location and the 
type of accommodation is appropriate and is needed in the existing 
community because it provides the opportunity for seniors to stay in the 
community. 


Michael Wright, Chair, Peel Advisory Working Group on Older Adults 
Housing, advised that the mandate of the group is to develop and promote 
ways to meet the current and future housing needs of older adults. The 
group was established in 2001 and they report to Regional Council. He 
stated that over the years studies have been conducted that confirm more 
than half of the older adults prefer to remain in the municipality where they 
currently live. Some of the factors that influence this decision include 
affordability of housing, public transportation, accessibility, amenities such 
as doctors, hospitals and shopping facilities. He noted his support for the 
proposal and felt that it is important to offer diverse housing options to 
older adults because they need to have choices when choosing a 
retirement home.

She provided a written 
submission outlining her concerns with respect to the proposal. 


Stan Taylor, 13 Craig Street, Brampton, advised that he understands that 
intensification of urban areas is necessary, however, he was concerned 
about the height of the proposed building, the number of parking spaces 
that are being provided which would encourage the use of vehicles and 
negatively impact the environment. He was of the opinion that a more 
innovative parking approach such as a ‘shared parking system’ should be 
examined to help reduce the impact on the environment. He provided a 
written submission with details and the benefits of a shared parking 
system for consideration. 


Janice Robinson, Preston Group, on behalf of the applicant, requested 
approval of the proposed development. She agreed with the staff 
recommendation that the site is suitable and can accommodate the 
proposed use. She felt the concerns of the residents have been 
addressed and the issue that remains outstanding with respect to the 
extension of Dennison Avenue can be resolved at the site plan approval 
stage of the proposal. 


There was discussion with respect to the future extension of Dennison 
Avenue and the impact on the community and it was suggested that staff 
arrange a meeting with area Councillors to address this matter. 


A motion was introduced to add the following clause to the staff 
recommendation: 


“That staff arrange a meeting with the area Councillors at the site 
plan approval stage to address the concerns expressed by the 
residents with respect to the proposed extension of Denison Avenue 
to Mill Street”.

d. That Park Place Inc. acknowledge that the entering into of the 
conditional permit agreement by the City in no way obligates the 
City to adopt a development incentive program that provides for 
the reduction of cash in lieu payments or to establish criteria 
that would make Park Place Inc. eligible for such a program, if 
one is adopted, or to revise its parkland dedication by-law. 


The Chair acknowledged correspondence from Richard Prouse, Brampton 
Downtown Development Corporation (BDDC) dated June 4, 2008. 


Neil Davis, Davis Webb, advised that he reviewed the motion circulated 
with respect to this matter, but has not had the benefit of reviewing a staff 
report. He requested clarification of the term ‘building permit for the 
superstructure’ and questioned the timing of his request for deferral of 
cash-in-lieu payment to allow for consideration of a cash-in-lieu policy. 


Clarification was provided by Committee and staff that the matter before 
Committee is a request for deferral of cash in lieu payment for a specific 
site, Park Place Inc., located at southeast corner of James Street and 
Queen Street. Mr. Davis was advised that the review and preparation of a 
new cash-in-lieu policy will be City-wide, that it is a lengthy and time 
consuming process and will require input from various agencies and 
stakeholders, an that it would not be completed within the six month 
deferral period stated in the motion.

He explained that using the framework of other LEED 
rating systems, LEED for Neighbourhood Development recognizes 
development projects that successfully protect and enhance the overall 
health, natural environment and quality of life of communities while promoting 
sustainability. 


Mr. Leeming responded to comments and questions from Committee with 
respect to whether any ‘roundabout feature’ is being considered in the 
proposal and the benefits of ‘green building technology’. He explained that 
the proposal is still in the early stages and once the concept plans are 
developed, they will be presented to Committee in the future.

Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


Mr. Keith MacKinnon, KLM Planning Partners Inc. on behalf of the 
landowners group gave a presentation on the proposal for Countryside 
Villages Secondary Plan. He stated that Council approved the plan in 
June 2007, which is consistent with the overall principles of the new 
Official Plan. He provided details of the proposal, which included the 
environmental servicing plan, urban design standards, infrastructure and 
alternative development standards. He advised that the landowners group 
intends to continue the dialogue with staff on the draft land use schedule 
which is being presented for public input at this meeting. 


Ms. Pam Cooper, Policy Planner, gave a presentation on the Countryside 
Villages Secondary Plan which consists of about 1600 acres bounded by 
Mayfield Road to the north, Countryside Drive to the south, the west 
branch of the West Humber River to the east and Heart Lake Road to the 
west. She provided an overview of the background and current situation 
of the proposal and highlighted the Planning Vision which sets out the 
framework for the proposal and includes the proposed land use plan and 
major policy objectives. 


Following the presentation, members of the public present expressed 
comments and concerns as follows:

Limited is the owner of lands at the south east corner of Mayfield Road 
and Bramalea Road, which is currently designated neighbourhood retail in 
the draft Secondary Plan. He requested consideration for a district retail 
designation which he explained would be a more appropriate use for the 
site. He advised that staff is aware of his concerns and would like to 
continue to work with them towards a successful resolution. 


Lincoln Millington, 17 Igloo Trail Brampton, stated that when he moved 
into the community he was advised that a Catholic school will be built for 
the subdivision, but to date that has not happened. He questioned what 
the school site would be used for if the school is not built and whether 
another location would be designated for the school. 


Mohammed Taib Juma, 11498 Dixie Road, Brampton, advised that his 

house is within the proposed Secondary Plan area and was concerned 

about the impact of the intended industrial designation on his lands. Mr. 
Juma was advised by staff that the area has been designated industrial 
employment lands in the Official Plan. 


Wayne Fletcher, 5 White Elm Way, Brampton, advised that he lives in the 
area south east of Bramalea Road and Countryside Drive and was 
concerned about the lack of a policing institution within the community. He 
questioned why police stations are built as part of commercial centres and 
are not built within residential areas. He complimented and thanked staff 
for the extension of the community park in the neighbourhood, but 
suggested that it be the same as Chinguacousy Park and not used for a 
sports use. He also suggested that a tertiary institution (college or 
university) be built in the area south/west of Highway 410 and Mayfield 
Road. 


Major Singh, 11796 Airport Road, Brampton, suggested that the needs of 
the community be considered when designating places of worship sites 
given the size of the proposed plan. He was concerned about the impact 
on the water supply in the area, given that the area is not serviced by the 
Region and residents use water from a well supply. 


Jim Kirk, Akeda Holdings, 140 Renfrew Drive, indicated that he is in support 
of the overall neighbourhood plan, however, he does not support the 
intention to designate the lands located south west of Mayfield Road and 
Torbram Road as a secondary school site. Akeda Holdings requests a 
designation of residential, low/medium density with a small neighbourhood 
retail designation directly at the corner. He advised that they are part of the 
landowners group and will continue discussions with staff. 
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Ross Zammit, 115 Hanson Road, Mississauga, advised that he owns a 
property in the area, and questioned whether the Region of Peel would be 
responsible for the costs of widening of roads, such as Bramalea Road, 
Torbram Road and Countryside Drive. He was advised that the funding for 
roads are paid by the Region and City through Development Charges and 
cost sharing agreements with the landowners. 


Robert Adragna, 101 Eden Valley Drive, Etobicoke, suggested that the 
proposal for the open space network be distributed more evenly across 
the plan to allow the community to have the benefit of the valleylands and 
the parks. He was concerned about the location of the proposed site of the 
elementary school and questioned whether this would be open for 
discussion.

The Chair acknowledged correspondence from Joseph and Josephine 
Canning, 8219 Heritage Road, Brampton, dated August 28, 2008. 


Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


Mr. Don Given, Malone Given Parsons Ltd., on behalf of the landowners 
of Block Plan Area 40-2, provided details of the subject proposal to amend 
the Official Plan to implement block plan design within the Bram West 
Secondary Plan. The block plan approval process is in conformity with the 
growth management policies in the existing Official Plan and the 2006 
Official Plan. Mr. Given confirmed that a number of studies have been 
submitted in support of the proposal. He provided details of the land uses, 
which included residential densities, open space features, road network 
and transit routes, stormwater management ponds and community parks. 


Mr. Rob Nykyforchyn, Development Planner, confirmed that an Official Plan 


Amendment is required to implement land use and policy changes to the 
Official Plan and Bram West Secondary Plan. Through the processing of 
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this application, it was noted that a number of land use and policy 
discrepancies do not appear to be consistent with the Council adopted 
amendment to the Bram West Secondary Plan. These discrepancies 
generally include the residential development, live/work mixed use 
development, reduction of office centre lands that is attributed to access and 
traffic constraints, and the increased size of the adjacent storm water 
management pond. Staff will be required to evaluate the discrepancies and 
provide a comprehensive review in a future recommendation report. As part 
of this analysis, the applicant will be required to hold another Public 
Consultation Meeting to explain their preferred road alignments and to solicit 
comments from residents and stakeholders. Information on the time and 
location of this meeting will be provided by mail to neighboring residents and 
will also be placed in the Brampton Guardian Newspaper. 


George Kee, 8261 Walnut Road, Brampton, requested that consideration 
be given towards the inclusion of bicycle paths to allow the residents to 
bike to the commercial and public open space areas. To improve traffic 
flow he suggested that the use of traffic circles be included within the 
road network design. It was his opinion that this may be a cost saving 
initiative for the City by not having to construct traffic signals at these 
intersections. Mr. McKee was advised that there were two traffic circles 
illustrated on the concept block plan being proposed by the applicant for 
the area. 


Staff confirmed that all comments provided and the issues raised at this 
meeting will be addressed in the recommendation report which will be 
presented to Committee at a future date.

Bus Drivers

Phyllis Wells Giel, 67 Greene Drive, Brampton, advised that she was 
addressing Committee on behalf of school bus drivers. She requested 
that the 20 passenger school buses be allowed to park on private property 
during school days. Parking elsewhere is inconvenient and difficult for the 
drivers, and parking on the driveway would mean that the drivers do not 
have to return the buses to a site elsewhere every evening and pick up the 
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buses again in the morning. She considers the job of transporting the 
students to and from school to be an essential service to the students, 
parents, schools and the community as a whole. 


Pam Denhartogh, Operations Manager, Stock Transport, advised that she 
does not support the restrictions being placed on school buses, as bus 
operators require the convenience of parking the buses close to their 
homes. She was concerned that if the restrictions were enforced, 
operators may quit their jobs which would lead to more cars being on the 
streets at peak hours in the mornings creating traffic congestion and 
pollution. She suggested that one way to resolve the issue would be for 
the City to allow the buses to be parked at the recreation facilities during 
the day. She stressed that parking the buses anywhere is a challenge for 
the bus operators and urged that the matter be revisited by staff. 


Discussion took place with respect to the issues raised by the delegation 

and included the following: 

o whether bus operators are able to park on school parking lots, given 
the size of the school buses and wear and tear on parking lots 

o the impact on the industry of the staff recommendation that the 
exemption timeline provisions should be between 9 a.m. Monday and 4 
p.m. for the school term 

o complaints received by Members of Council from residents in the 
community with respect to difficulty exiting driveways that are adjacent 
to properties where school buses are parked 

o parking a school bus on the driveway should be given preference over 
the parking of tow trucks on the driveway 


o options for implementing a permit parking system for oversized vehicles in 


residential zones, including options for dispute resolution mechanisms 

o suggestion that the school boards be requested to ensure that 
appropriate parking facilities are in place at City of Brampton school 
locations to accommodate school bus parking 

o school bus industry responsibility to provide parking for the bus 
operators 

o parking oversized vehicles on private driveways cause damage to the 
driveways, impact the aesthetics of the neighbourhood and interfere 
with the nearby residents’ enjoyment of their properties 

o bus operators who are allowed to park on private property should 
conduct themselves in a responsible manner with as little impact as 
possible on the neighborhood 

o the need to ensure that staff resources are available to enforce a 
possible 9:00 p.m. Sunday night pick up of the school buses. 


In response to the comments and concerns raised during the discussion, 


staff explained that in consultation with the staff of Legal Services, it was 
determined that a permit system to regulate the operation of oversized

vehicles on private property is not feasible, as there is no enforceable 
mechanism available at this time. However, as directed by Committee, 
staff determined an appropriate exemption for the small school buses from 
the parking of oversized vehicles provisions would be between 9:00 a.m. 
Monday to 4:00 p.m. on Friday. With respect to the regulation of tow 
trucks, a permit system is also not feasible, as it would not apply to tow 
truck owners who reside in Brampton but are licensed in other 
municipalities. 


A motion was put forward to amend Clause 2 (b) of the staff recommendation 
to change the exemption time of parking of oversized vehicles provision from 
9:00 a.m. on Monday to 9:00 p.m. on Sunday, to read as follows: 


“ Small School Buses or Bussing Vans are exempt from the Parking 
of Oversized Vehicles provisions between 9 p.m. Sunday and 4 
p.m. Friday from September 1 to June 30 of each year’. 


At this time of the meeting on a 2/3 majority vote, Cheryl Ann Summers, 
Stock Transport, was added as a delegation on this item. 


Cheryl Ann Summers, Stock Transport, stated that a pick up time for the 
buses at the depot on Sunday after 4:00 p.m. would better accommodate 
the bus operators because it would allow them some time to prepare and 
deal with any issues that may arise with the buses before the Monday 
morning pick up of the children. She submitted a petition urging 
Committee to allow 20 passenger school buses to park in residential 
driveways, and 72 passenger school buses to park on neighbourhood 
streets and recreation centres, except during Christmas, spring and 
summer breaks. 


A second motion was put forward to add the following clause to the staff 
recommendation: 


“That staff be directed to pursue opportunities as part of the site plan 
approval process to ensure that appropriate parking facilities are in 
place at City of Brampton school locations to accommodate school bus 
parking”. 


A third motion was introduced to add following clause to the staff 
recommendation: 


“That staff be requested to investigate and report back on the 
possibility of amending the school bus exemption provisions to allow 
the parking of such vehicles in residential driveways, providing they do 
not create a safety hazard for adjacent property sight lines when 
vehicles are exiting out of adjacent property driveways’.

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Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


Michael Hoy, Coordinator of Special Projects, presented the subject 
proposal noting that the City has entered into a Purchase and Sale 
Agreement to a acquire 108 acres of parkland and 32 acres of valleyland at 
the northwest corner of the intersection of the Gore Road and Castlemore 
Road. These lands together with the lands already purchased by the City 
will total over 240 acres of park land, which will help the City to achieve its’ 
goals for recreational facilities in the Bram East Community. To implement 
the proposal an amendment to the Official Plan and the Bram East 
Secondary Plan will be required. 


After the presentation the following residents addressed Committee: 


lladia Bove, 10221 McVean Drive, Brampton, questioned whether the 
subject proposal would have an impact on the purchase price of the 
Mattamy homes that are proposed for the area. 


Lisa Bove, 10221 McVean Drive, Brampton, questioned whether there is a 
need for the place of worship designation in the proposed McVean/Castlemore 
Campus given that there are two proposed place of worship sites in the nearby 
subdivisions. Staff provided clarification with respect to the policy regarding the 
place of worship designation in new subdivisions. 


Barb Munro, 6 Edgeforest Drive, Brampton, was concerned about access to 
the proposed park from Mcvean Drive and the impact on the existing traffic 
at the intersection of McVean Drive and Castlemore Road. Staff indicated 
that the collector road network and transit will be in place to accommodate 
the additional traffic that is anticipated at the location. 


Mona Simon, 43 Fenton Way, Brampton, was concerned about traffic 
overspill from the proposed place of worship designations in the Bram East 
Secondary Plan and how this will be addressed. She was also concerned 
about pedestrian access to the proposed park site given that there are no 
sidewalks or walkways in the area. 


Staff advised that all the concerns expressed and issues raised by the 
residents at this meeting will be addressed in the recommendation report 
which will be presented to Committee at a future date.

Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


Mark Yarranton, KLM Planning Partners Inc. provided details of the 
proposal by the landowners group of Block Plan Area 41-2 to amend the 
Official Plan to permit the development of upscale executive housing at 
the subject site. The proposal is for two distinct neighbourhoods which is 
defined by the West Humber River valley and includes a place of worship, 
pedestrian pathway, convenience retail, parks, open space and a school 
site if required. Mr. Yarranton explained that the proposal also provides 
for natural and cultural features and includes the Air Canada Flight 621 
Crash Site lands. He advised that the site has been declared an “Irregular 
Burial Site” and the landowners have elected to establish a portion of the 
site as a cemetery where a monument will be erected. 


Paul Aldunate, Development Planner, provided details of the current land use 


designation for the site and confirmed that an amendment to the Official Plan 
is required to accommodate the subject proposal. He indicated that the 
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applicant has submitted several studies, including an assessment of the Air 
Canada Flight 621 Crash Site lands in support of the proposal, which is still 
under review and will be considered by staff in a future recommendation 
report to Committee. 


After the presentation the following residents addressed Committee: 


Pat Wong, 21 Sagebrook Road, Brampton, questioned whether a traffic 
analysis was completed that would justify the proposal to delete the Julian 
Drive entrance of the block plan area, given that this deletion would divert 
the traffic from Julian Drive to Sagebrook Road. She also questioned 
whether residents would have future opportunities to provide comments and 
express concerns. Staff confirmed that this was only the block plan 
process, that residents can contact staff and provide written comments 
throughout the application process. 


Lynne Genova, 25 Avondale Boulevard, Brampton, indicated that she is in 
support of the subject proposal and in particular the proposed plans for the 
lands of Air Canada Flight 621 Crash Site because of its significance to 
Brampton. She was pleased with the outcome of the meetings she has had 
with the staff and the applicant and wished to be kept informed and to 
continue liaising with both the applicant and staff on the proposal. She 
provided a submission reiterating her comments to Committee. 


Staff confirmed that all comments provided and the issues raised at this 
meeting will be addressed in the recommendation report which will be 
presented to Committee at a future date.

Diarmuid Horgan, Candevcon Limited, presented the proposal to amend the 
Official Plan and Zoning By-law to permit a supermarket, retail buildings, office 
buildings, a gas bar and a hotel on the northeast of the intersection of McVean 
Drive and Queen Street East. He highlighted the access points to the site and 
noted that with the completion of the northerly portion of Ebenezer Road later 
this year, better access and traffic conditions are anticipated. 


Paul Aldunate, Development Planner, provided details of the current land 
use designation and confirmed that the subject proposal requires an 
amendment to the Bram East Secondary Plan and the Zoning By-law. He 
indicated that the applicant has submitted several studies in support of the 
proposal which is still under review and will be considered by staff in a 
future recommendation report to Committee. 


After the staff presentation the following residents addressed Committee: 
Kyle Robinson, 65 Imperial Lakes Drive, Brampton, was concerned about 
the potential thruway traffic on Cherrycrest Drive from McVean Drive to 


Queen Street East and whether any traffic controls will be in effect. He felt 
that the proposal for a hotel use at the site was inappropriate. 
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Michele Scarangella, 26 Imperial Drive, Brampton, was of the opinion that 
the proposed plan and the future widening of Queen Street to six lanes will 
destroy the conservation lands and the existing wildlife in the area. She 
questioned whether Queen Street will be able to accommodate the potential 
traffic that this proposal would generate and whether a traffic study was 
submitted that supports the proposal. She stated her opposition to the 
proposed hotel which would become her view if approved. She questioned 
the timelines for construction, the type of fencing that would be erected 
between the site and the Riverstone Golf Course and whether acoustic 
walls will be constructed to prevent any noise issues. 


Ines De Campos, 32 Imperial Drive, Brampton, was concerned about the 
traffic congestion at the intersection Queen Street and McVean, which she 
described as horrendous. She stated that there are no traffic signals, that it 
is dark and dangerous, more so with the truck traffic. She stressed that the 
road network should be in place before construction begins. She opposed 
the proposal for a hotel use at the site and certain types of supermarkets 
stating that such uses are not compatible with an upscale executive 
neighbourhood. Staff clarified that the area is zoned by use and therefore 
the City has no control over tenancy. 


Sifan Jia, 6 Quattro Crescent, Brampton, was of the opinion that a safety 
feature such as a ramp is urgently required at the intersection of McVean 
Drive and Queen Street. He was opposed to the proposed hotel use at the 
site because it will not add any ‘meaning and significance’ to the existing 
community. 


Pradeep Raj, 4 Clarke Haven Drive, Brampton, was concerned about 
increased air traffic in the area. He informed Committee that the residents 
who were in attendance were not reflective of the position of the community. 
Because of the time and location that the meeting was being held most 
residents were unable to attend the meeting to voice their objection to he 
proposal. He suggested that the meeting be held in the community to better 
accommodate the residents. Staff explained that air traffic is controlled by 
the Greater Toronto Airport Authority (GTAA) and that under the regulations 
of the Planning Act, the public meeting has to be held at City Hall. 


Staff confirmed that all comments provided and the issues raised at this 
meeting will be addressed in the recommendation report which will be 
presented to Committee at a future date.

The Chair acknowledged email correspondence from Zahra Bhojani, on 
behalf of Afzal Bhojani, Sharon and Lee Dawkins, dated October 31, 2008 
with respect to the subject proposal. 


Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 
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Kurt Franklin, Weston Consulting Group Inc. presented the proposal to 
amend the Zoning By-law to permit service commercial uses at the subject 
site. The proposal is for three commercial buildings and will incorporate an 
existing heritage property known as the ‘Nathaniel Hunter House’ located 
on the site. Mr. Franklin provided details of the design of the buildings and 
the proposed commercial uses. He noted that through the City’s urban 
design guidelines, noise on the site, shadowing and lighting etc. will be 
addressed. 


Toula Theocharidis, Development Planner, outlined the next steps of the 
process. She noted that the uses being proposed are consistent with the 
Official Plan, however, an amendment to the Zoning By-law is required. 
She reiterated that the existing heritage property will be preserved and 
incorporated in the concept plan. She confirmed that the applicant has 
submitted several studies in support of the proposal and that a community 
information map was provided identifying that the subject lands would be 
used for commercial purposes. 


After the presentation the following residents addressed Committee: 


Ehab Naim Ibrahim, 103 Farthingale Crescent, Brampton, noted his 
support for the preservation of the existing heritage building on the site 
but advised that he objects to the proposal. He was concerned about 
potential criminal youth activity in the parking lot on the north east corner 
of the property, noise from the loading docks, smells that would emanate 
from the garbage on the site that would encourage animals, and the 
overall impact on the value of the homes in the community. He felt the 
residents who would be impacted by the proposal should be provided with 
details such as the building elevations, permitted uses on the site and the 
type of fencing and landscaping etc. that would be used. He was of the 
opinion that a park, playground or a facility such as a library would better 
serve the community at that location. He submitted a petition on behalf of 
the area residents in support of the comments provided. 


Ulrike Schelm-Naim Ibrahim, 103 Farthingale Crescent, Brampton, was of 
the opinion that there were sufficient commercial plazas in the vicinity to 
service the area residents. She preferred the subject site remained in its 
natural state, however, should it be developed a park/playground would 
better serve the community. She supported the preservation of the 
existing heritage building on the site. She was concerned about the 
proximity of the proposed buildings to the homes on Farthingale Crescent 
and the potential noise impact, lighting and privacy on the residents. 
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Chris Morris, 31 Olivia Marie Road, Brampton, advised that he is a 
prospective tenant for the proposed site and that he had previously seen a 
different building design for the site. While he appreciated that the design 
of the buildings being presented at the meeting will allow for a better view 
of the existing heritage property on the site, he questioned whether 
concerns for the heritage property should be the priority, or the impact of 
the proposal on the community. He was of the opinion that the residents 
on Farthingale Crescent will be negatively impacted by the proposal with 
respect to noise and lighting from the site, traffic congestion, exhaust 
fumes, and garbage odour from the proposed restaurant use. He stated 
that the design of the buildings being presented will be ‘detrimental’ to the 
potential business owners and urged that the previous building design be 
considered. He submitted a petition on behalf of some of the residents on 
Farthingale Crescent which included copies of two concept plans and 
requested that consideration be given to ‘Design 2’. 


Kurt Franklin, Weston Consulting Group Inc. clarified that the previous 
design that was submitted with the application had a more negative impact 
on the neighbourhood and that after discussions with staff, it was determined 
that this design was more complimentary to the neighbourhood. 


Rup Lal, 1090 Robertson Boulevard, Brampton, owner of the proposed 
commercial plaza, confirmed that previous designs of the buildings were 
circulated but the design being presented at the meeting is the most 
suitable for the site and would enhance the view of the existing heritage 
property on the site. 


Robert Attard, 73 Farthingale Crescent, Brampton, advised that building 
‘B’ of the concept plan obstructs the view from his backyard which raises a 
safety concern because anyone ‘hopping’ the fence on his property will 
not be seen. He was of the opinion that a park or playground would be 
more appropriate and beneficial to the community. 


Staff confirmed that all comments provided and the issues raised at this 
meeting will be addressed in the recommendation report which will be 
presented to Committee at a future date.

Members of the public present requested a presentation on this item. 


2008 11 03 
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Billy Tung, KLM Planning Partners Inc. provided details of the proposal to 
develop the subject site for residential purposes. The lands are designated 
‘Place of Worship’ under the Bram West Secondary Plan and after three 
years the plan allows for an alternative residential use. The lands have 
been held for five years for a possible place of worship use and his client 
would now like to rezone the property to permit single and semi detached 
residential lots. 


Jill Hogan, Development Planner, confirmed that the subject proposal 
conforms to the Official Plan land use designation, however an 
amendment to the Zoning By-law is required to implement the proposal. 
She indicated that the applicant has submitted several studies in support 
of the proposal which is still under review and will be considered by staff in 
a future recommendation report to Committee. 


After the presentation the following residents addressed Committee: 


Sadaqat Sheikh, 218 Timberlane Drive, Brampton, spoke on behalf of the 
Peel Islamic Cultural Centre.

He 
explained that his organization had approached the applicant and advised 
them of their intention to purchase the subject property to build a place of 
worship with a community centre. He stated that the applicant refused to 
sell and informed them that the property was to be used as a sales centre 
for future residential projects. Mr. Sheikh confirmed that the organization 
would like to purchase the property because of the proximity to the 
community. He submitted a petition on behalf of the community opposing 
the proposal to rezone the subject lands for residential purposes. 


Hareem Ahmed, 24 Clementine Drive, Brampton, advised that he has lived 
at this address for 3 years and that his home fronts onto the subject site and 
he has never seen a ‘for sale’ sign on the property. He stated that a place of 
worship and a community centre at the site will better serve the community, 
given that there are no other such place of worship sites in the area. 


Sohaib Zuberi, 26 Clementine Drive, Brampton, advised that the Muslim 
faith is in desperate need of a place of worship with a community centre 
which would be open to everyone in the community. He felt that an 
institution such as this would have a positive influence on youths and be 
an overall asset to the community. 


M. Jilany, 33 Newark Way, Brampton, felt that the site should be used for 


a place of worship with a community centre which will be available to 
everyone and help to improve the quality of life for the community.

Tony Linardi, 8 Hodgson Street, Brampton circulated a presentation to 

Committee detailing his objection to the subject proposal. The 

presentation included the following: 

© procedural issues regarding the public notice and information about 
the proposal 
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o non-compliance with the Official Plan and the relevant Secondary Plan 
regarding density, massing and scale of the proposal 

© non-compliance with the Zoning By-law regarding unit size, setbacks 
and parking 

o noncompliance with Growth Management Strategy and Intensification 
Corridor policies 

o photo images of a green gateway to the City and along Main Street 
and photos of seniors’ residences and their impact on the 
neighbourhood 


Mr. Linardi was also concerned about access to Hodgson Street and 
questioned what mechanism will be used to ensure that Hodgson Street will 
be permanently closed off to prevent future access. He considered the 
subject location to be a green gateway into Brampton and in his opinion a 
seven storey structure is inappropriate and incompatible for the site. 


Larry Ritchie, 10 Hodgson Street, Brampton, advised that he is not 
opposed to the subject proposal, however, he was concerned about the 
impact on Hodgson Street. He requested that Hodgson Street be closed 
off permanently and that it not be reopened under any circumstances in 
the future. 


Robert Murphy, Architect, on behalf of the applicant, provided an overview 
of the presentation which was circulated to Committee on the subject 
proposal. He gave a slide presentation titled ‘Origin at Peel Village’ which 
included images of Hodgson Street, rear laneway, the potential view of the 
proposed buildings from homes on Hodgson Street and an overall view of 
the various elevations of the buildings. He explained that this proposal is 
the 3” version that is being presented to the residents and staff. He 
provided details of the landscaping, fencing and access to site and pointed 
out that the overall impact of the proposed buildings will have minimal 
visual impact on the existing residents. 


Discussions took place with respect to the issues raised by the delegations. 
Staff confirmed that notice was provided to residents as required under the 
Planning Act and the City's Official Plan policies. All the other issues, such 
as intensification, density, massing, privacy, raised by the delegations have 
been addressed in detail within the report. 


Committee complimented staff on the comprehensiveness of the report. It 
was indicated that the proposal was appropriate and desirable for the site, 
that it was on a major transit corridor, and close to all amenities. The only 
issue that remained unresolved was the request for permanent closure of 
Hodgson Crescent.

Kenny Williamson, 4 Lisa Street, Unite 510, was not in attendance at the 
meeting. 


Item F1 was brought forward and dealt with at this time. 


The Chair noted that under Approval of Agenda page F1-18A was added 
to the staff report. 


Roxanne Rutter, 4 Lisa Street, Unit 702, Brampton, advised that she is a 
resident and member of the Board of Directors of 4 Lisa Street. She was 
of the opinion that the subject proposal would overpopulate the area, 
create additional traffic congestion, reduce the quality of life and the value 
of existing properties in the area. She expressed concerns about 
residents’ safety and the potential for criminal activities wnen too many 
people are housed in such a small area. She was also concerned about 
structural changes to the parking garage and potential damage to the 
existing property, the position of the driveway which is a short distance 
from Lisa Street and the entrance location of the parking lot which is in 
close proximity to a children’s play area. Ms. Rutter gave a presentation 
which included photographs of the proposed site and the surrounding 
areas in support of her comments. 
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James Welch, 4 Lisa Street, Brampton, requested permission to address 
Committee on behalf of Kenny Williamson, 4 Lisa Street, Unite 510, who 
was unable to attend the meeting. He advised that he is the vice 
president of the Board of Directors and that he was addressing Committee 
on behalf of many of the residents of 4 Lisa Street. He was of the opinion 
that too many buildings of the size being proposed will cause structural 
damage as the site is not designed for the type of density and congestion 
that is being recommended by staff. He was concerned about the safety 
of the children in the play area, the impact on the environment, given that 
there will be more idling cars in the area, the quality of life and the 
potential increase on crimes if the subject proposal is approved. 


Monica Grimaldo, 4 Lisa Street, Unit 1107, Brampton, was concerned 
about the violence and crime and was of the opinion that this proposal 
would increase criminal activity in the area. She felt that the proposal 
would create an ‘environmental hazard’ for the existing residents and the 
many animals that are living around the building. She was concerned 
about the density and traffic congestion and the impact of the proposal on 
the quality of life of the existing residents. 


Elizabeth Kalka, 4 Lisa Street, Unit 903, Brampton, was of the opinion that 
the proposal will be ‘detrimental’ to the residents of 4 Lisa Street. She 
was concerned about crime and safety and the impact of the proposal on 
the environment and the health of residents. She questioned where the 
additional children that the proposal will bring would attend school since 
most schools in the area are overcrowded, and expressed concerns about 
the lack of daycare for younger children. 


Jay Claggett, IBI Group, on behalf of the applicant, requested approval of 
the staff recommendations. He stated that he has worked with staff since 
June 2008 to address the issues and concerns raised by the residents. All 
the appropriate technical studies were submitted as required. The 
proposed density is consistent with the City’s Official Plan, represents 
good land use planning, is compatible with the surrounding neighbourhood 
and is within close proximity to Bramalea City Centre. 


There was discussion with respect to the following comments and 

concerns raised by the delegations: 

o intensification and public safety, the number of apartment buildings/ 
condominiums in the area from Clark Boulevard to Bramalea Road and 
the view that the area has the highest crime rate in the City due to the 
existing density 

o Clarification on the provincial growth target with respect to the number 
of units per hectare in high growth areas 

o the impact on residents of having the number of parking spaces both 
for residents and visitors reduced 
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© concerns about shadow impacts and blocked views still remain 

o comments that the applicant has addressed the concerns previously 
expressed by the residents and staff have made the appropriate 
modifications in the recommendation 

© any remaining issues can be discussed with staff and be addressed 
through the site plan approval process 

o crime and safety issues will be addressed through a safety program 
with the Peel Regional Police that deals with high rise residential 
development 

© approval of this proposal would be regarded as setting a precedent for

Item F2 was brought forward and dealt with at this time. 


Annmarie Salvalaggio, 4 Tortoise Court, Brampton, applauded staff and 
Committee for listening to the residents and supporting them in their fight 
against the subject proposal. She was of the opinion that the proposal is 
not appropriate or compatible with the existing development and features 
of the community. By refusing the proposal she felt that the City has 
recognized that measures are required to protect and preserve the natural 
environment and wildlife, not only with respect to this proposal but 
throughout the City. 


Lesley Luxemberger, advised that he was requested by Greens Visions to 
address Committee. He noted his support for the residents of community 
in their efforts to preserve the natural environment and their quality of life. 
The request for preservation of the golf course lands is an appeal by the 
residents for environmental open space for all residents. The development 
of the subject lands will compromise the overall community including the 
schools in the area given the lack of classroom space at Mount Royal 
public school. Committee must reassure the residents that the subject 
lands will not be developed for residential purposes. 
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Bruce Haines, President, Green Visions, gave a slide presentation 
highlighting the impact of the subject proposal on the community and the 
environment. He stressed the need to protect the natural heritage features 
of the Castlemore Golf Course lands and enhance and improve this 
important local community diverse ecosystem. Images of the pond 
locations, creeks, the proposed development, view of the golf course lands, 
vegetation and wildlife habitat including turtles and fish were shown and 
which would all be at risk if the proposal was approved. A copy of his 
presentation was circulated to Committee. 


Peter Orphanos, Chair, Sierra Club Peel Group, Mississauga, complimented 
staff on the comprehensiveness of the report and for recognizing the rights 
of the residents and taking the appropriate measures to preserve the natural 
environment and their quality of life. He agreed that Brampton is a fast 
growing community and supports good planning with reasonable 
intensification. However, preserving existing greenspace is essential to 
balance subdivisions and is consistent with the Places to Grow Act which 
requires that growth should be directed away from recreational and 
sensitive lands. 


Chris Barnett, on behalf of 1281216 Ontario Inc., advised that Diarmuid 
Horgan will not be addressing Committee. Mr. Barnett provided a 
submission to Committee which included correspondence to planning staff 
on a peer review environmental impact study and comments from Toronto 
and Region Conservation (TRCA). He noted his disappointment with the 
staff recommendation to refuse the subject proposal. He stated that 
following discussions with staff regarding the concerns expressed by the 
residents at the public meeting, modifications were made to the proposed 
plan as presented in order to achieve compatibility with the existing 
community. He informed Committee that as of the end of last week, all 
the technical issues were addressed, all the required studies were 
submitted and questioned why staff was recommending refusal of the 
proposal. He noted that the last page of his submission contains a 
summary of the ‘net environmental gain’ for potential home buyers with 
respect to the layout of the subdivision, housing types and golf course 
features. He reminded Committee that the application is currently before 
the Ontario Municipal Board (OMB) and that a Prehearing Conference is 
scheduled for January 16, 2009. He requested that Committee direct staff 
to support the application. 


Fred Snell, 1 Rosegarden Drive, Brampton, was concerned about the impact 
of the subject proposal on the natural habitat and wildlife in the ponds and 
streams in the surrounding lands. He does not support the proposed 
development. He requested that the area not be altered in any way as it is 
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home to an abundance of wildlife such as turtles, frogs, ducks, deer and fish. 
He was concerned about the impact of the development on the water table as 
he believes that water is diverted elsewhere to accommodate development 
and this will create an overflow on residents north of Countryside Drive. He 
was also concerned about overcrowding in the area schools. 


There was discussion with respect to the comments in the Toronto and 
Region Conservation (TRCA) correspondence in Mr. Barnett’s submission 
dated March 7, 2008 and the TRCA correspondence in the staff report 
dated September 15, 2008 advising that the subject application was 
premature at this time. Mr. Barnett indicated that his client has since 
provided the required documents to staff and TRCA. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to a previous report that was 
presented to Committee on May 7, 2007. Staff explained that it was an 
information report and residents attended the meeting and provided 
comments. The decision to refuse the application is based on a thorough 
planning analysis by staff. Staff confirmed that if a revised plan is submitted 
during the OMB process, staff will report back to Committee.
